JACKSOI'fVLLE  -<  A roar  coming  from  the  aky  early 
Wednes<^  awoke  a number  of  Jackaonyille  residents  and  raised 
the  cry,  ‘flying  saucers.” 

Jacksonville  Journal  reporter  Toni  Veverka  v'as  among  the 
first  to  report  the  incident.  She  said  she  saw  three  objects  moving 
at  “slow  speed”  high  in  the  air  over  the  city. 

“They  were  glowing  from  beneath  with  ^olet  flashes  form- 
ing short  comet  UUs,”  she  said,  “and  were  wavering  up  and 
down  like  gramophone  discs  on  uneven  center.* 


Joe  Noll,  announcer  at  radio  station  WMBR,  said  he  saw 
three  of  the  objects  at  4 a.  m.,  “flashing  a red  light,  flying 
concentric  circles  at  about  15,000  feet” 

Still  another  report  said  the  objects  M'ere  moving  “like  a 
baU  of  fire.” 

Consensus  among  those  who  saw  the  objects  was  that  they 
were  between  20  and  30  feet  in  diameter.
